They were followed by for¬ 
mer pizza chain CEO Her¬ 
man Cain, another Tea 
Party favorite, with 10 per¬ 
cent; former House Speaker 
Newt Gingrich and libertari¬ 
an-leaning Rep. Ron Paul of 


Texas with 7 percent each, 
and former Minnesota Gov. 
Tim Pawlenty with 6 per¬ 
cent. 

The results are based on 


telephone interviews with 
400 likely Republican Iowa 
caucus-goers from June 19 
to 22. It has a margin of er¬

She 
said the U.S. could avoid a 
default by paying only the 
interest on U.S. obligations 
while lawmakers work on a 
deal to cut spending dra¬ 
matically as part of a new 
debt ceiling. 

Such an approach has 
been derided as unwork¬ 
able by Treasury Secretary 
Timothy Geithner. 

Obama planned separate 
meetings Monday with 
Senate leaders as negotia¬ 
tions on trimming spending 
and raising the debt ceiling 
moved into a new stage. 
Talks among lawmakers 
of both parties ended last 
week when Democrats and 
Republicans reached an 
impasse over whether there 
should be any role for addi¬ 
tional revenue in reducing 
the deficit. 


Officials say the nation’s 
borrowing will exceed its 
$14.3 trillion limit on Aug. 2 
and that economic shock- 
waves around the world 
would result from the first 
financial default in U.S. his¬ 
tory. 

“It isn't true that the govern¬ 
ment would default on its 
debt," Bachmann said on 
CBS. She later added, “It is 
scare tactics." 

Geithner, she said, “can 
very simply pay the interest 
on the debt first, then we're 
not in default.” 

Geithner has dismissed the 
idea that the U.S. could 
avoid a default by just 
paying the interest on the 
national debt and picking 
which bills to pay, contend¬ 
ing that even trying to do so 
would roil financial markets 
and make it more expen¬ 
sive to finance what the 
government does owe. 
Bachmann said she wasn’t 
willing to allow the gov¬ 
ernment to keep borrow¬ 
ing money and putting 
the country into a worse 
state.□

MINOT, N.D. - The flooded 
Souris River stopped rising 
Sunday after spreading 
across much of this city's 
downtown, submerging 
homes up to the roofs, and 
displacing more than a 
quarter of the population.

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Behavior at lunch may play key role in DSK trial

NEW YORK - Dominique 
Strauss-Kahn was running 
late. 

A street fair had shut down 
a stretch of Avenue of 
the Americas between 
his Midtown hotel and the 
restaurant where he was 
due for lunch. Stuck in traf¬ 
fic, he called his daughter, 
Camille, from a taxi to tell 
her he was on his way; she 
should go ahead and or¬ 
der for him, he said. Once 
he arrived, they had fish 
and shared a chilled bottle 
of white wine. 

The lunch that Saturday 
afternoon, in a wood- 
paneled seafood restau¬ 
rant eight blocks from his 
hotel, began less than an 
hour after what prosecu¬ 
tors have charged was his 
sexual attack on a 32-year- 
old Guinean housekeeper 
who came to clean his 
suite. The account of the 
meal - its timing, its descrip¬ 
tion and the events that 
immediately preceded 
it - is based on interviews 
with people briefed on an 
investigation undertaken 
on behalf of Strauss-Kahn’s 
lawyers. 

But many of the details of 
what has been uncovered 
by the Police Department 
and the office of the Man¬ 
hattan district attorney. 


Cyrus R. Vance Jr., which is 
prosecuting the case, have 
been closely held, and of¬ 
ficials in both offices would 
not confirm or deny the ac¬ 


count’s general outlines or 
the details. 

The lunch, which lasted 
about 90 minutes, one of 
Strauss-Kahn’s lawyers said 
at his bail hearing, could 
figure prominently in the 
case, which has already 
cost him his post as the 
managing director of the 
International Monetary 
Fund and his status as a 
leading contender for the 
French presidency. 

Indeed, if one of several se¬ 
curity cameras visible in the 
large restaurant captured 
the pair, the images of fa¬ 


ther and daughter in Mc¬ 
Cormick & Schmick’s Sea¬ 
food Restaurant, less than 
an hour after the encoun¬ 
ter with the housekeeper, 


could serve as powerful 
circumstantial evidence. It 
could bolster the defense 
case if they laugh or ap¬ 
pear to share a leisurely 
meal; it could support the 
prosecution if it shows the 
62-year-old white-haired 
Frenchman looking dis¬ 
tracted or upset. 
Strauss-Kahn’s lawyers, 
William W. Taylor III and 
Benjamin Brafman, have 
sought from prosecutors 
any video recordings, in¬ 
cluding anything from the 
restaurant on West 52nd 
Street near Avenue of the 


Americas, the New York 
outpost of a nationwide 
chain. (The choice, per¬ 
haps incongruous for a 
man renting a town house 
listed for $50,000 a month, 
was made by his daughter, 
according to the person 
familiar with the defense 
inquiry.) 

But it is unclear whether 
the police and prosecutors 
have any recordings from 
the restaurant, and, if they 
do, what they show. Paul J. 
Browne, the Police Depart¬ 
ment’s chief spokesman, 
and Erin Duggan, a spokes¬ 
woman for the district at¬ 
torney’s office, would not 
discuss the issue. 

Tori Flarms, a spokeswom¬ 
an for the restaurant com¬ 
pany, which is based in 
Portland, Ore., would not 
answer questions about 
the matter, saying in a brief 
statement only that “it is al¬ 
ways our policy to cooper¬ 
ate fully with law enforce¬ 
ment authorities when 
matters or investigations 
involve our company” and 
that the company does 
not “discuss publicly details 
about any restaurant guest 
without his or her consent.” 
What seems clear, how¬ 
ever, is that along with the 
details of the encounter on 
May 14 - prosecutors say 
Strauss-Kahn ripped the 
woman’s panty hose, tried 
to rape her and forced her 
to perform oral sex, while 
his lawyers say there is no 
evidence of force and 
suggest that any sex was 
consensual - both sides 
have focused on events 
later that day. At issue are 
Strauss-Kahn's movements 
in the hours between the 
incident, which prosecutors 
say occurred around noon, 
and when police detec¬ 
tives from the Port Authority 
of New York and New Jer¬ 
sey lured him from his first- 
class seat on Air France. □ 


Truck co. in 
train wreck 
had citations

SPARKS, Nevada (AP) — 
A U.S. trucking company 
under scrutiny for a fiery 
crash with an Amtrak 
train that left at least six 
dead has been cited 
repeatedly by state au¬ 
thorities for crashes, un¬ 
safe driving and operat¬ 
ing a truck with tires so 
bald the vehicle had to 
be taken off the road. 

A driver working for John 
Davis Trucking Co. of Bat¬ 
tle Mountain smashed 
through crossing gates 
and into two double- 
decker cars of an Amtrak 
train Friday, killing the 
driver and five people on 
the train. 

Federal records reviews 
by The Associated Press 
on Sunday show the Ne¬ 
vada Department of 
Public Safety cited the 
company for two crash¬ 
es in the last two years, 
including one in February 
2010 that injured a per¬ 
son in Washoe County. 

In a January inspection, 
authorities found tires 
on one company trac¬ 
tor-trailer so bald they 
deemed the rig an im¬ 
minent hazard to public 
safety.

Tea party to coaie up with debt-cutting proposals

While the Tea Party move¬ 
ment has led the charge 
for cutting the national 
debt, its supporters have 
often struggled to explain 
how, exactly, they would 
do so. 

Now some are out to 
change that, joining a Tea 
Party debt commission that 
plans to hold hearings over 
the summer, in the hopes 
of delivering recommen¬ 
dations to lawmakers by 
January. 

The commission is being or¬ 
ganized by FreedomWorks, 
the libertarian advocacy 
group that helped the Tea 
Party movement grow and 
mobilize for the midterm 
elections last fall. And its 
recommendations are like¬ 
ly to line up with the goals 


of that group, which in turn 
tend to reflect those of lib¬ 
ertarian organizations like 
the Cato Institute. 
(FreedomWorks has worked 


against environmental reg¬ 
ulations and for increased 
privatization of health 
care.)

“I feel like I know these in the case and every avail-

Afghan war aims change as intelligence shifts

KABUL/WASHINGTON (AP) 

— Military intelligence of¬ 
ficers were scrambling a 
year ago to collect and an¬ 
alyze the social, economic 
and tribal ins and outs of 
each valley and hamlet in 
Afghanistan. 

This information wasn't the 
kind of secret or covert 
material many military in¬ 
telligence specialists were 
used to. 

But it was seen as crucial 
to helping commanders 
tell the good guys from the 
bad, learn what Afghans 
really needed from their 
government and under¬ 
mine the Taliban-led insur¬ 
gency by winning hearts 
and minds over time. 

Since last fall, top intelli¬ 
gence leaders in Afghani¬ 
stan shifted their focus back 
to targeting the enemy in 
the more traditional way, 
by mapping their networks 
and analyzing what made 
the Taliban tick. 

They didn’t stop collecting 
the other information. But 
their goal now was helping 
tell commanders what they 


needed to know to kill insur¬ 
gents and drive the enemy 
to the negotiating table. 
President Barack Obama 


said Wednesday that the 
United States will start bring¬ 
ing home U.S. troops next 
month. 

His announcement is part of 


a gradual scaling back of 
American operations and 
ambitions in Afghanistan 
that’s expected to empha¬ 


size raids over governance, 
making tracking Afghan 
culture and bolstering the 
government less important,

8 year-old Afghan girl tricked into bombing

KABUL, Afghanistan - Insur¬ 
gents tricked an 8-year-old 
girl in a remote area of cen¬ 
tral Afghanistan into carry¬ 
ing a bomb wrapped in a 
cloth and then detonated 
the bomb remotely when 
she was close to a police 
vehicle, the Afghan author¬ 
ities said Sunday. 

Only the girl was killed in 
the blast, which occurred in 
Uwshi Village of Charchino 
District, said Fazal Ahmad 


Shirzad, the police chief of 
Uruzguan province. Shirzad 
said he believed that the girl 
was completely unaware 
that the bag that she had 
been given by Taliban in¬ 
surgents held a bomb. The 
girl’s body was later “taken 
to a nearby security check 
post and the police called 
her relatives,” he said. In 
Logar province in south¬ 
eastern Afghanistan, the 
death toll in the bombing 
that occurred Saturday at a 
hospital in a small town rose 


to 37 as people who were 
severely injured by the blast 
died, said Mohammed Zarif 
Naibkhail, the director of 
public health for the prov¬ 
ince. Another 53 people 
were injured. “The casual¬ 
ties are actually way higher 
than that but the local vil¬ 
lagers rushed to the hospi¬ 
tal right after the explosion 
and took the bodies of their 
relatives to their own villag¬ 
es," he said. In other parts 
of the country, four NATO sol¬ 
diers were killed. □

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New cracks in Egypt’s Muslim Brotherhood

bers of Egypt’s Muslim Broth¬ 
erhood, including a promi¬ 
nent senior figure, broke off 
to form a new political party

CARACAS, Venezuela (AP) 

— The Roman Catholic 
Church’s top representative 
in Venezuela urged inmates 
on Sunday to end a revolt 
at a prison that has lasted 
more than a week. 

“They should put down their 
weapons,” 

Cardinal Jorge Urosa said. 
Urosa told Union Radio that 
authorities must guarantee 
human rights at El Rodeo II 
prison in the city of Guatire, 
just outside the capital of 
Caracas. 

Armed inmates have re¬ 
pelled efforts by National 
Guard troops to retake con¬ 
trol of the prison. 

Prisoners and troops have 
engaged in sporadic gun- 
battles since the military 
launched a weapons 
search June 17 at the adja¬ 
cent El Rodeo I prison. 

One inmate and two sol¬ 
diers have died in the vio¬ 
lence and at least 20 troops 
suffered wounds, officials 
say. 

Inmates claim several fellow 
prisoners have also suffered 
injuries and urgently require 
medical treatment. 
Venezuela's 30 prisons 
were built to house 12,500 
inmates, but hold about 
49,000, says the Venezu¬ 
elan Prisons Observatory, a 
group that monitors prison 
conditions. 

Last year, 476 people died 
and 967 were injured in pris¬ 
on violence, 

according to figures com¬ 
piled by the Inter-American 
Commission on Human

Nigeria: 

25 killed in 3 separate 
bomb attacks in north 
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In Uganda, personal rivalry is played out publicly

KAMPALA, Uganda - Like 
many war stories, this one 
began with love. 

Before the tear gas and 
street riots, the violent ar¬ 
rests and hospital visits, 
Yoweri Museveni and Kizza 
Besigye were close friends, 
a future president and the 
doctor to whom he entrust¬ 
ed his life. They fought to¬ 
gether to free their country 
from dictatorship. 

Some say they even fell for 
the same woman. 

Now, as Uganda under¬ 
goes its most raucous politi¬ 
cal convulsion in years, with 
broad-based demonstra¬ 
tions and dissenting officials 
testing Museveni’s 25-year 
hold on power, the pas¬ 
sions from a feud that be¬ 
gan long ago between the 
friends are playing out on 
the national stage. 

Unlike the revolutions in 
Egypt and Tunisia, which 
were borne of popular up¬ 
risings, the protest move¬ 
ment in Uganda has been 
driven by a single man, Be¬ 
sigye, who may know the 
president - and how to get 
under his skin - better than 
any politician. 

Besigye did not light himself 
on fire, like the Tunisian man 
who set in motion the Arab 
Spring, or take up arms like 
the rebels in Libya. Instead, 
after losing badly to the 
president in yet another 
election - he has run the 
last three times - Besigye 
simply said he was going 
to walk to his office, rather 
than use his car, to protest 
rising commodity prices 
and corruption. 


The resulting demonstra¬ 
tions were meek - Besigye 
was practically alone on 
the first day - but Museve¬ 
ni’s government responded 
with overwhelming force, 
eventually locking up hun¬ 
dreds of opposition sup¬ 
porters, killing others and 
at times using tear gas and 
water cannon to disperse 
as few as six protesters at 
a time. With each clamp- 
down, the protests became 
larger, fueled by outrage 
over the repression. Be¬ 
sigye, once seen as a po¬ 
litical dud, was suddenly 
credited as an alchemist, 
and Museveni, long seen 
by the United States as a lib¬ 
eral ally, exhibited a more 
draconian side. 

The protests have since 
fizzled, but the political 
row has not. Opposition 
lawmakers boycotted the 
president's recent inaugu¬ 
ral address, Besigye has ap¬ 
peared in court on numer¬ 
ous charges, and the police 
remain heavily deployed. 
Many have wondered why 
the president would inflate 
such a seemingly insipid 
challenge. 

His critics, some of whom 
were once close to him, say 
this is the real Museveni, an 
arrogant and at times ruth¬ 
less ruler who has silenced 
political opponents to stay 
in power this long. 

But they also say that the 
feud is personal, tied to the 
president's relationship with 
Besigye and his wife, Winnie 
Byanyima, whom Museveni 
has known since childhood 
and, many say, once want¬ 
ed to marry. 

The history may shed light 


on the depth of the political 
movement. 

It was the winter of 1980, 
after nearly a decade of 
Idi Amin’s brutal dictator¬ 
ship, when Besigye, then a 
young physician, started at¬ 
tending rallies for a popular 
and charismatic new politi¬ 
cal figure, Museveni. 

“He was a young person 
who in himself attracted us 
as young people,” Besigye 
said. “He was saying the 


right things that struck a 
chord with us, about what 
kind of government Ugan¬ 
da deserved. We started to 
see him as one of the shin¬ 
ing torches.” 

When Museveni’s new po¬ 
litical party came in third in 
general elections that year, 
he started a guerrilla move¬ 
ment in the bush. Activists 
like Besigye were hunted 
down, and Besigye says he 
and others were locked in 
the basement of a popular 


Kampala hotel. 

He escaped and in 1982 
found the rebels in the 
bush and was welcomed 
by Museveni, who made 
him his personal doctor. “I 
lived next to him in a tent,” 
Besigye said, “and stayed 
close by him until the end 
of the war.” Besigye said 
he also met Byanyima. She 
was a young rebel officer 
close to Museveni in the 
bush while his wife and chil¬ 


dren were living in Sweden. 
Years later, Besigye and By¬ 
anyima would marry. 
Besigye said that at times 
Museveni and Byanyima 
were involved in a roman¬ 
tic relationship, and that as 
a doctor he treated both 
of them, gradually becom¬ 
ing a trusted counsel to the 
rebel leader. After Museve¬ 
ni triumphed and became 
president in 1986, Besigye 
was named minister of in¬ 
ternal affairs. 


But trouble soon began. 
Besigye said that when he 
challenged the president 
on corruption or constitu¬ 
tional issues, the relation¬ 
ship soured. 

Byanyima also fell out with 
the president, and her fa¬ 
ther, Mzee Boniface By¬ 
anyima - an elder states¬ 
man and a one-time sur¬ 
rogate father to Museveni. 
Mzee Boniface Byanyima 
said he rejected the presi¬ 
dent when he asked for his 
daughter's hand, offering 
to seek an annulment of his 
marriage to make it pos¬ 
sible. 

“I didn’t like the man’s char¬ 
acter,” Mzee Byanyima, 
now 92, said in a recent 
interview. “I knew that that 
man, sooner or later, he will 
run this country into trouble. 
I told my daughter, ‘Don’t 
allow Museveni to make 
you his second wife.’ ’’ 
Winnie Byanyima declined 
to comment, saying only 
that Uganda’s political row 
was about national issues. 

In 1990, Besigye was dis¬ 
missed from his position as 
minister and was ordered 
to take military training, a 
clear demotion. He soon 
became popular within 
the armed forces and was 
elected to the military’s 
high command. 

He became increasingly 
vocal in politics, and in the 
early 1990s he says he be¬ 
gan a romantic relationship 
with Winnie Byanyima, who 
left a diplomatic post in 
France to run for Parliament 
as an opposition politician. 
The two campaigned to¬ 
gether, romance intertwin¬ 
ing with politicsO

CARACAS, Venezuela (AP) 

— Opposition leaders ac¬ 
cused Hugo Chavez on 
Sunday of failing to fully in¬ 
form Venezuelans about 
his health, saying the presi¬ 
dent's condition following 


surgery in Cuba should not 
be shrouded in secrecy. 
Despite assurances from 
top government officials 
and close relatives that 
Chavez is recuperating fol¬ 
lowing surgery more than 
two weeks ago, the presi¬ 
dent's silence and seclusion 
since the operation have 
spurred growing specula¬ 
tion about how ill Chavez 
may be. 

Opponents say Chavez 


and his aides should be 
more straightforward. 

“The uncertainty regarding 
Hugo Chavez’s health and 
considerable speculation 
over the real illness affect¬ 
ing him reveal the govern¬ 
ment’s serious constitution¬ 
al violations,” said Miguel 


Angel Rodriguez, an oppo¬ 
sition lawmaker. 

Under Venezuela’s Consti¬ 
tution, Chavez must “give 
us the diagnosis, talk to us 
about the treatment and 
answer questions," Rodri¬ 
guez said in a statement. 
Venezuelan officials have 
said Chavez is recuperat¬ 
ing, but have provided 
few details. Chavez’s Twit¬ 
ter stream has been ac¬ 
tive, but it has not provided 


any information about his 
health. Three messages ap¬ 
peared within 30 minutes 
Saturday afternoon, includ¬ 
ing one mentioning visits by 
Chavez's daughter Rosines 
and grandchildren. 

“Ah, what happiness it is to 
receive this shower of love!” 
the Twitter message read. 
“God bless them!” 

Nobody has heard Chavez 
speak publicly since he told 
Venezuelan state televi¬ 
sion by telephone on June 
12 that he was quickly re¬ 
covering from the surgery 
he had undergone two 
days earlier for a pelvic ab¬ 
scess. He said medical tests 
showed no sign of any “ma¬ 
lignant” illness. It remains 
unclear when he will return 
to Venezuela. Chavez’s 
mother, Elena, wished her 
son a speedy recovery on 
Sunday. 

“May the power of God 
heal him and bring him to 
me," she told state televi¬ 
sion. 

The vice president must 
take the president’s place 
during temporary absenc¬ 
es of up to 90 days, ac¬ 
cording to the constitution. 
Some opposition politicians 
have suggested that Vice 
President Elias Jaua should 
replace Chavez until he re¬ 
covers, a move that Jaua 
has ruled out. If Chavez 
were to relinquish power, 
some analysts believe his 
political movement would 
crumble or split. “No one 
else is really ready to step 
in and take charge,” said 


Michael Shifter, president 
of the Inter-American Dia¬ 
logue, a Washington-based 
think tank. “The current situ¬ 
ation shows how precarious 
one-man rule is: Everything 


hinges on the whims of a 
single individual." “A search 
for a successor to Chavez 
would significantly scram¬ 
ble the country’s politics,” 
Shifter added. “□

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Western Libya tastes a tenuous revival

ROGEBAN, Libya - Until a 
few weeks ago, residents 
of towns in the Nafusah 
Mountains were struggling 
to survive on dwindling 
supplies of barley, water 
and gas, with the region 
under siege by the soldiers 
of Moammar Gadhafi who 
were determined to stamp 
out the rebellion here. 

But after an improbable 
series of military victories 
over the past three weeks 
- with fewer than 100 rebel 
fighters killed, their military 
leaders say - residents of 
a broad area in this moun¬ 
tain region are celebrating 
virtual secession from Gad- 
hafi's Libya. 

While there have been de¬ 
feats, and the Grad rock¬ 
ets of Gadhafi's forces still 
menace the outskirts of 
Nalut near the Tunisian bor¬ 
der and Yafran to the east, 
rebels point hopefully to 
the growing stability of the 
towns under their control 
as evidence of how tenu¬ 
ous Gadhafi's grip may be. 
“This is the new Libya," said 
Anwar Fekini, a Sorbonne- 
educated French-Libyan 
lawyer, rebel organizer and 
local tribal leader who re¬ 
turned for a weekend trip 
to his ancestral home to 
strategize with local allies. 
“It feels good.” 

The Nafusah Mountains 
have emerged as a stra¬ 
tegically significant front in 
the battle for Libya, in part 
because the rebels there 
are closest to Gadhafi’s 
stronghold in the capital, 
Tripoli, and in part because 
they have the potential to 
cut off vital supply lines from 
the border. 

And though barely trained 
and few in number - one 
rebel leader estimated that 
there were about 2,000 
armed fighters - they have 
used their knowledge of the 
terrain and the sympathies 
of much of the local popu¬ 
lation to expand their terri¬ 
tory as the fighting around 
Benghazi to the east and 
Misrata on the central 
coast has moved toward a 
stalemate. 

The rebels have established 
firm control of more than a 
half-dozen towns from the 
Dhiba border crossing into

celebrates local culture 
and achievements, with 
one room devoted to the 
armaments fired at local 
communities and another 
archiving the new local 
papers. Across the border 
in Tunisia, a small industry 
has sprung up to furnish 
baseball hats and T-shirts 
emblazoned with the tri¬ 
color pre-Gadhafi Libyan 
flag that the rebels have 
adopted as their own. Lo¬ 
cal doctors say are bet¬ 
ter equipped with supplies 
than they were before the 
uprising, in part because of 
the generosity of wealthier 
Libyans abroad. The reb¬ 
els have even painted a 
runway along more than 
a mile of highway, in the

Tunisia, where rebel guards 
mingle amiably with their 
Tunisian counterparts, to 
the major town of Yafran, a 
90-minute drive from Tripoli. 
Over the weekend several 
Tripoli residents arrived to 
take refuge with their fami¬ 
lies, as well. 

After months of exodus from 
the fighting in the moun¬ 
tains, the border crossing is 
now jammed with a long 
line of refugees returning 
home. In many towns, local 
authorities say that most of 
the Gadhafi government 
employees kept working 
as the rebels took over, 
and the same police offi¬ 
cers now patrol the streets 
in fresh new rebel uniforms. 
Their own makeshift jails 
house captured soldiers. 

At least seven local news¬ 
papers - photocopied 
newsletters - have sprung 
up to capitalize on the new 
freedom of the press. 

In Rogeban, each issue of 
a new paper produced by 
a history professor includes 
both a “face of the revolu¬ 
tion" feature on a local ac¬ 
tivist and a short civics les¬ 
son introducing concepts 
that may be useful in dis¬ 
cussing Libya’s future, like 
“confederation” or “feder¬ 
alism.” Rogeban residents 
have covered the walls 
with cartoons mocking 
Gadhafi and decorated 
public spaces with shards of 
his military’s Grad rockets.

When someone asks Roger 
Fierro “What do you do?” 
- which he knows is short¬ 
hand for “Where do you 
work?” - he laughs. Then he 
says, “I do everything.” 
Fierro, who is 26, has four 
jobs: working as a bilingual- 
curriculum specialist for the 
textbook publisher Pearson; 
handling estate sales and 
online marketing for a store 
that sells vintage items; set¬ 
ting up an online store for a 
custom pinata maker; and 
developing reality-show 
ideas for a production 
company. So far this month, 
he’s made about $1,800. 
Whereas most 9-to-5ers 
have some kind of structure 
in their lives, each workday 
can be wildly different for 
him. On a recent day, he 
worked on and off from 7 
a.m. to midnight, making 
business calls, working on 


the pinata store's website 
and visiting the vintage 
store, among other things. 
(To maintain his sanity, he 
made sure to schedule 
some “me" time from 2 to 
4 and 6 to 8.) 

“I have 8 million things go¬ 
ing on,” said Fierro, who 
lives in the West Town area 
of Chicago. “It’s exhaust¬ 
ing. Sometimes I just want 
to take a nap.” Some por¬ 
tions of the population - 
especially young, creative 
types like actors, artists 
and musicians - have al¬ 
ways held multiple jobs to 
pay the bills. But people 
from all kinds of fields are 
now drawing income from 
several streams. Fierro, for 
one, has a degree in inter¬ 
national studies and Latin 
American studies at the 
University of Chicago. 

Some of these workers are 
patching together jobs out 
of choice. They may find 


own boss. Certainly, the In¬ 
ternet has made working 
from home and trying out 
new businesses easier than 
ever. But in many cases, 
necessity is driving the 
trend. 

“Young college graduates 
working multiple jobs is a 
natural consequence of a 
bad labor market and hav¬ 
ing, on average, $20,000 
worth of student loans to 
pay off,” said Carl E. Van 
Horn, director of the John 
J. Heldrich Center for Work¬ 
force Development at Rut¬ 
gers. 

“There are two types of 
people in this position: the 
graduate who can’t get a 
full-time job, and the per¬ 
son whose income isn’t 
sufficient to meet their ex¬ 
penses," he said. “The only 
cure for young people in 


ary often doesn’t go very 
far these days. According 
to a study by the Heldrich 
Center, the median starting 
salary for those who gradu¬ 
ated from four-year de¬ 
gree programs in 2009 and 
2010 was $27,000, down 
from $30,000 for those who 
graduated in 2006 to 2008, 
before the recession. (Try 
living on $27,000 a year - 
before taxes - in a city like 
New York, Washington or 
Chicago.) 

Many earn even less than 
$27,000. Maureen Mc¬ 
Carty, 23, who graduated 
from American University 
in 2010 with a journalism 
degree, makes $25,000 
before taxes as manag¬ 
ing editor of TheNewGay. 
net, a blog focusing on 
gay issues, with no benefits 
like health insurance or a 


401 (k). The salary doesn’t 
cover her expenses, so she 
often baby-sits five nights a 
week for six families in the 
Washington area. Without 
the baby-sitting jobs, she 
says, she couldn’t afford 
to live in Adams Morgan, a 
hip neighborhood in Wash¬ 
ington, or take a vacation: 
“I'm working in online pub¬ 
lishing, an industry that is 
struggling to monetize, so if 
I want to do anything fun, 
like take a trip to New Or¬ 
leans, I have to have addi¬ 
tional income.” 

Juggling jobs has its perils. 

“I do sometimes get my 
schedules mixed up and 
will double- or even triple¬ 
book myself,” McCarty 
said. Maintaining a so¬ 
cial life can be challeng¬ 
ing, and it might consist of 
“dragging a friend along 
while I run errands on a Sat¬ 
urday." 

“Sometimes I do get burnt 
out from all of the juggling, 
but caffeine, for the most 
part, keeps me going,” she 
said. “I try when I get to that 
point to take some time by 
myself even if it’s just 30 min¬ 
utes during lunch.” 

All told, McCarty says, 
she works 75 to 80 hours a 
week, a schedule more 
typical of investment bank¬ 
ers or lawyers aspiring to 
make partner in a firm - 
but for just a fraction of the 
pay. Between her salary at 
TheNewGay.net and the 
$5,000 she makes at her 
various baby-sitting jobs, 
McCarty has a pre-tax in¬ 
come of $30,000, or about 
$2,500 a month. More than 
$700 a month goes to the 
apartment she shares with 
two roommates. □

EUGENE, Oregon (AP) — 

One by one, a generation 
of American track and 
field's best athletes slowed 
at the finish, pulled up 
lame or failed to find their 
fastest gear. By the time 
the week was over, Wal¬ 
ter Dix was among the few 
who looked ready to take 
on the world. 

Dix completed the 100-200 
double at U.S. track cham¬ 
pionships Sunday, mean¬ 
ing he'll be the headliner 
on the American world 
team that will be missing 
Tyson Gay, Lolo Jones, 
Wallace Spearmon and a 
handful of other regulars. 
Dix completed his sprint 
double by running the 200 
in a wind-aided 19.95 sec¬ 
onds for a .03 margin over 
Darvis Patton. He’ll head 
to worlds in South Korea 
as America’s best sprinter, 
which puts him squarely on

world-record holder Usain 
Bolt’s radar with the Olym¬ 
pics coming up in a year. 
Carmelita Jeter’s shot at 
the women’s 100-200 dou¬ 
ble, along with a $25,000 
bonus that comes with it, 
blew up when Shalonda 
Solomon accelerated past 
her in the last 50 meters to 
win the 200 with a world- 
best time of 22.15. This was 
Solomon’s first win at a ma¬ 
jor meet, made possible in 
part because defending 
world champion Allyson Fe¬ 
lix sat out and focused on 
the 400, which she won. 

Dix and Jeter were among 
the few big-name runners 
who tried multiple events 
at an important track meet 
that, at times, felt more like 
play time or a visit inside 
the trainer’s room. 

Sanya Richards-Ross, the 
world 400 champion, joined 
Felix in bypassing her main 
event to try something 
new. But Richards-Ross 


failed to qualify in the 200, 
finishing seventh, meaning 
she’ll only compete in the 
400 at worlds in South Ko¬ 
rea in August. 

Richards-Ross wasn’t the 
only big name to come up 
short at this meet. 

Jones, hampered by a 
painful sciatic nerve, didn’t 
make it through the semifi¬ 
nal round of the 100 hurdles, 
meaning the multiple-time 
champion and America’s 
biggest name in that event 
won't join the U.S. team at 
world championships. 
Jennifer Suhr had her five- 
year streak of national titles 
snapped in the pole vault. 
Battling injuries all season, 
Suhr finished second to Ky- 
lie Hutson, who cleared 15 
feet, 3 inches. 

Hyleas Fountain, America’s 
best at the heptathlon, was 
fighting through food poi¬ 
soning and a number of 
other maladies on her way 
to sixth. □

It could be him. 

“Davey’s a perfect fit for 
this job at this particular 
time. He’s a guy with a 
track record that's be¬ 
yond reproach. He knows 
the system, he knows the 
staff, he knows the major 
league club and he’s a 
terrific baseball guy and a 
proved winning manager,” 
general manager Mike Riz¬ 
zo said. 

Interim manager John 
McLaren ran the team for 
the third straight game 
in Sunday’s series finale 
against the Chicago White 
Sox. Riggleman’s former 
bench coach will leave 
the team after the game 
and be reassigned to 
scouting duties within the 
organization.v Less than 
an hour before game time 
Sunday, a loud round of 
applause could be heard 
coming from the Nationals’ 
clubhouse as Rizzo thanked 
McLaren. At the same 
meeting, Rizzo informed the 
team of Johnson’s hiring — 
not a well-kept secret over 
the last three days. 

“It’s an extremely positive 
reaction. They all know 
Davey, he's been in spring 
training, in uniform,” Rizzo 


said. “They've interacted 
with him, they know his re¬ 
sume and just talking to 
him, the respect that he 
has in that room, even be¬ 
fore he sets foot in there 
as manager, is second to 
none.” 

Johnson was not available 
for comment Sunday and 
would not be returning 
calls, a team spokesman 
said. He was scheduled to 
join the team later for the 
flight to Los Angeles. 

The 68-year-old Johnson 
managed the Mets, Dodg¬ 
ers, Reds and Orioles over 
14 seasons and compiled 
a 1148-888 record. He led 
the 1986 Mets to a World 
Series championship, and 
11 of his teams finished first 
or second 14 times. 

Even though he hasn’t 
managed in the majors for 
11 years, Johnson did skip¬ 
per Team USA in the 2009 
WorldBaseball Classic, the 
2008 Olympic team in Bei¬ 
jing, and two summers ago 
managed amateur players 
in a Florida summer colle¬ 
giate league. 

Rizzo said he talked with 
several other people about 
the job but did not formally 
interview them because 
Johnson was easily his first 
choice after Riggleman 
bolted. 


“When we got the news, 
you automatically go into 
‘Plan B’ mode and try to 
think outside the box,” Rizzo 
said. “We had to make de¬ 
cisions rationally and clear¬ 
ly, but quickly.

Riggleman resigned 

abruptly Thursday after the 
Nationals beat Seattle, un¬

The departure was 
stunning for its timing — the 
Nationals have won 12 of 
their last 14 games before 
Sunday. 

It was the second time in 
a week a manager has re¬ 
signed and been replaced. 
Florida skipper Edwin Rodri¬ 
guez quit last Sunday — un¬ 
der much different circum¬ 
stances with the Marlins 
struggling — and was re¬ 
placed by 80-year-old Jack 
McKeon. 

Now, Johnson will return 


to a team that has played 
well lately and has a bright

SONOMA, Calif. - It certain¬

— Top-ranked Yani Tseng 
easily won the LPGA Cham¬ 
pionship by 10 strokes Sun¬ 
day to become the young¬ 
est player to claim four 
LPGA Tour majors. 

The 22-year-old Tseng 
closed with a 6-under 66 
to finish at 19-under 269 at 
Locust Hill Country Club, 
matching the LPGA re¬ 
cord low score at a ma¬ 
jor. And her dominating 
performance came a 
year after Cristie Kerr shot 
the same score to win the 
tournament by 12 strokes. 
Dottie Pepper (1999 Kraft 
Nabisco) and Karen Stup- 
ples (2004 Women’s British 
Open) also finished at 19 
under. 

In terms of majors, Tseng 
beat the mark set by Se Ri 
Pak, who was 24 when she 
won her fourth major. For 
the Taiwan star, 
it was her eighth career 
LPGA Tour victory, second 
in a row and third of the 
season. She has three other 
victories this year, sweep¬ 
ing the Australian Open 
and Masters and winning 
in Taiwan.

Wearing a smile for much 
of the day, Tseng raised her 
arms and tipped her hat 
as she was greeted by the 
gallery upon arriving at the 
18th green. 

In winning her second LPGA 
Championship, she moved 
into joint 15th among wom¬ 
en with four majors, joining 
a group of six others, in¬ 
cluding Laura Davies and 
Meg Mallon. 

By comparison, Annika So¬ 
renstam was 24 when she 
won the first of her 10 ma¬ 
jors—the 1995 U.S. 
Women’s Open. Patty 
Berg was 23 when she won 
her fourth major in 1941, 
but before the LPGA was 
formed in 1950. Tseng's also 
ahead of Tiger Woods, who 
didn’t win his first major until 
he was 24. 

Men or women, Tseng’s 


performance drew com¬ 
parisons to Rory Mcllroy, 
given that the up-and- 
coming Northern Irish star is 
also 22 and won last week’s 
U.S. Open by eight strokes. 
Tseng went start to finish as 
the tournament leader af¬ 
ter opening with rounds of 
66, 70 and 67. 

In holding one-shot leads 
after each of the first two 
rounds, Tseng began run¬ 
ning away from the field on 
Saturday as she built a five- 
shot edge. 

It’s a lead she doubled by 
the time she made the turn 
Sunday. 

The only hiccup for Tseng 
came on the opening hole. 
She pulled her tee shot into 
the left rough, appearing 
to be bothered by the click 
of a shutter of a photogra¬ 
pher standing behind her.

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Alexander gets 
split decision 
against Matthysse 

ST. CHARLES, Missouri (AP) — Devon Alexander earned a 
split-decision victory against Lucas Matthysse of Argentina 
in a 10-round junior welterweight fight on Saturday night. 
Two judges scored the fight 96-93 — one for Alexander 
and the other for Matthysse. The third judge scored it 95- 
94 for Alexander. 

“He was a rough and tough fighter,” Alexander said. “I 
made a conscious decisions to bring the fight out in me, 
because people had their doubts about me.” 

The fight was fairly even throughout, with both boxers con¬ 
necting with several good shots to the head. Alexander 
(22-1) was knocked down early in the fourth round when 
Matthysse (28-2) landed a left hook, but he jumped up 
quickly. 

“The knockdown was a flash knockdown,” Alexander said. 
“After that, I had to pull it out of myself to win the fight.” 
The victory came about five months after Alexander lost 
to Timothy Bradley in a title fight in Michigan after an ac¬ 
cidental head butt closed Alexander's left eye. The ring¬ 
side doctor stopped the bout in the 10th round, allowing 
Bradley to hold onto his WBO belt while taking Alexander’s 
WBC title with an unanimous technical knockout. 

“I had flashbacks from my last fight,” Alexander said, “and 
I wasn’t going to lose two fights in a row.” 

It was Matthysse’s fourth fight in the U.S. He suffered his 
only other loss — a split-decision against Zab Judah — in 
Newark, New Jersey, on Nov. 6. 

“I gave it my all," he said. “It was a tough fight. I did the 
best I could and I thought I won. But once again I was 
robbed.” 

On the undercard, Cornelius Bundrage (31-4) retained his 
IBF junior middleweight title with a 12-round unanimous 
decision overSechew Powell (26-3), the top-ranked chal¬ 
lenger. After the final bell, Bundrage spat in the face of 
Powell, who attempted to land a punch before being 
tackled by the referee into the corner. 

Also, Bermane Stiverne (21-1-1) scored a TKO 43 seconds 
into the 10th round against Ray Austin (28-6-4) to take the 
vacant WBC silver heavyweight title. 

Tavoris Cloud (22-0, 19 KOs) retained his IBF light heavy¬ 
weight belt with a TKO against Yasaf Mack (29-4-2) when 
the referee stopped the fight with 3 seconds left in the 
eighth round of a scheduled 12-round fightO

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U.S. plans stealth survey on access to doctors

WASHINGTON - Alarmed 
by a shortage of primary 
care doctors, Obama ad¬ 
ministration officials are re¬ 
cruiting a team of “mystery 
shoppers” to pose as pa¬ 
tients, call doctors' offices 
and request appointments 


to see how difficult it is for 
people to get care when 
they need it. The administra¬ 
tion says the survey will ad¬ 
dress a “critical public poli¬ 
cy problem”: the increasing 
shortage of primary care 
doctors, including special¬ 
ists in internal medicine 
and family practice. It will 


also try to discover whether 
doctors are accepting pa¬ 
tients with private insurance 
while turning away those 
in government health pro¬ 
grams that pay lower re¬ 
imbursement rates. Federal 
officials predict that more 
than 30 million Americans 
will gain coverage under 


the health care law passed 
last year. “These newly in¬ 
sured Americans will need 
to seek out new primary 
care physicians, further 
exacerbating the already 
growing problem of PCP 
shortages in the United 
States,” the Department of 
Health and Human Services 
said in a description of the 
project that it submitted to 
the White House. Plans for 
the survey have riled many 
doctors because the secret 
shoppers will not identify 
themselves as working for 
the government. “I don’t 
like the idea of the gov¬ 
ernment snooping," said 
Dr. Raymond Scalettar, 
an internist in Washington. 
“It's a pernicious practice 
- Big Brother tactics, which 
should be opposed.” Ac¬ 
cording to government 
documents obtained from 
Obama administration offi¬ 
cials, the mystery shoppers 
will call medical practices 
and ask if doctors are ac¬ 
cepting new patients and, 
if so, how long the wait 
would be. The government 
is eager to know whether 
doctors give different an¬ 
swers to callers depending 


on whether they have pub¬ 
lic insurance, like Medicaid, 
or private insurance, like 
Blue Cross and Blue Shield. 
Dr. George J. Petruncio, a 
family doctor in Turnersville, 
N.J., said: “This is not a way 
to build trust in government. 
Why should I trust someone 
who does not correctly 
identify himself?" Dr. Ste¬ 
phen C. Albrecht, a family 
doctor in Olympia, Wash., 
said: “If federal officials are 
worried about access to 
care, they could help us. 
They don’t have to spy on 
us.” Dr. Robert L. Hogue, a 
family physician in Brown- 
wood, Texas, asked: “Is this 
a good use of tax money? 
Probably not. Everybody 
with a brain knows we do 
not have enough doctors.” 
In response to the drum¬ 
beat of criticism, a federal 
health official said doctors 
did not need to worry be¬ 
cause the data would be 
kept confidential. “Reports 
will present aggregate 
data, and individuals will 
not be identified,” said the 
official, who requested an¬ 
onymity to discuss the plan 
before its final approval by 
the White House.Q

Latest E. coli outbreak in Europe appears to be isolated

BRUSSELS - French authori¬ 
ties said Sunday that the 
latest outbreak of a deadly 
strain of E. coli in Europe 
appeared to be isolated, 
even as EU officials dis¬ 
cussed wider action to re¬ 
strict sales of bean sprouts, 
the suspected cause of the 
outbreak. 

Seven patients remained 
hospitalized Sunday, said 
Veronique Seguy, a spokes¬ 


woman for the regional 
health agency in Aquita¬ 
ine, in southwestern France, 
where the outbreak oc¬ 
curred. 

Tests indicated that the pa¬ 
tients were sickened by E. 
coli 0104, the same strain 
of bacteria that has killed 
43 people in Germany and 
one in Sweden in recent 
weeks, Sequy said. 

Two patients in France 
were in intensive care, Se¬ 
guy said. But no new cases 
had been reported in re¬ 
cent days, an indication 


that the outbreak was an 
isolated event. 

Most of the infections in 
France have been linked 
to a charity event at a 
children’s play center in 
Begles, a suburb of Bor¬ 
deaux, on June 8. Most of 
the people who became ill 
recalled eating gazpacho 
garnished with sprouts. 
Sprouts were also identified 
as the source of a German 
outbreak. 

Britain and Ireland were 
among European countries 
that warned consumers 


over the weekend against 
eating any raw bean 
sprouts or other sprouted 
seeds. 

So far the bloc has not is¬ 
sued any Continent-wide 
restrictions, but national 
experts were scheduled to 
speak by telephone later 
Sunday to discuss whether 
the evidence gathered in 
the French and German 
cases was sufficient to re¬ 
strict sales of sprouts. 

“I expect the experts will be 
asking if it's entirely a coin¬ 
cidence that bean sprouts 


have come under suspi¬ 
cion twice in the space of 
just one month as respon¬ 
sible for such an unusual 
and dangerous and deadly 
strain of E. coli,” said Freder¬ 
ic Vincent, a spokesman for 
the European commissioner 
for health and food safety. 
Vincent said that part of 
the discussions would focus 
on whether the problem 
originated with the sprouts, 
or with seeds used to grow 
the sprouts, and whether 
the seeds came from inside 
or outside the bloc. □ 
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Pope may go onllno to launch Vatican news portal

VATICAN CITY (AP) — The 

Vatican, whose commu¬ 
nications problems are no 
secret, is taking a leap into 
the world of new media 
with the launch next week 
of a news information por¬ 
tal that Pope Benedict XVI 
himself may put online with 
a papal click. 

Vatican officials said Satur¬ 
day that Benedict has been 
following the development 
of the portal, which will for 
the first time aggregate 
information from the Vati¬ 
can’s various print, online, 
radio and television media 
in a one-stop-shop for Holy 
See news. 

The portal — www.news. 
va — is being launched 
Wednesday, the 60th an¬ 
niversary of Benedict’s or¬ 
dination as a priest and a 
feast day in the church. 
Monsignor Claudio Maria 
Celli, who heads the Vati¬ 
can office that developed 
the portal and will maintain 
it, said Benedict may put 
the site online himself with 
a click from the Apostolic 
Palace. 

“This is a new way of com¬ 
municating,” Celli said dur¬ 
ing a preview of the site at 
the offices of the Pontifical 
Council for Social Commu¬ 
nications. 

It’s the latest effort by the 
Vatican to bring its evange¬ 
lizing message to a greater. 
Internet-savvy audience 
and follows its forays into 
Facebook, Twitter and You¬ 
Tube. It’s also a significant 
step for the 84-year-old 
Benedict, who has been 
bedeviled by communica¬ 
tions woes during much of 
his six-year papacy, much 


of it the fault of a large 
Vatican bureaucracy that 
doesn’t always communi¬ 
cate well internally. 

There was his 2005 speech 
about Islam and violence, 
his recent comments about 
condoms and HIV that re¬ 
quired no less than three of¬ 
ficial Vatican clarifications, 
and his rehabilitation of a 
Holocaust-denying bishop, 
among others. 

While the portal is designed 
mostly to provide Vatican 
news in an easy-to-use set¬ 
ting for the outside world, 
Celli said he hoped it would 
also improve the Vatican’s 
own internal communica¬ 
tions by letting various de¬ 
partments know what one 
another are up to and help 
provide a more coherent 
message. 

“I think that we must edu¬ 
cate the Roman Curia of 
what is the real meaning 
of communication,” Celli 
said. “Little by little they will 
perceive that this is the real 
meaning to be present, to 
have a relevance.” 
Previously, popes have 
been very much involved 
in the Vatican's commu¬ 
nications efforts: Pope Pius 
XI personally inaugurated 
Vatican Radio in 1931, and 
Pope John Paul II oversaw 
the 1995 launch of www. 
vatican.va — the Vatican’s 
website. 

That site will remain as the 
Holy See's main home 
page and documentation 
warehouse. And each of 
the Vatican media that are 
represented on the news 
portal will retain their inde¬ 
pendent sites as well: Vati¬ 
can Radio, the newspaper 
L’Osservatore Romano, 
Vatican Television Center, 


the Vatican press office 
and information service 
and the Fides missionary 
news agency. 

The portal, though, will ag¬ 
gregate their main news, 
initially in English and Ital¬ 
ian then other languages, 
and be updated three 
times a day, Celli said. The 
portal is outfitted for live- 
streaming of papal events, 
audio feeds from Vatican 
Radio, photographs from 
L’Osservatore Romano 
and printed texts of papal 
homilies, statements and 
speeches.Q

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Home Depot accused of violating Buy American Act

SAN FRANCISCO (AP) — 

The photograph on Home 
Depot's website shows a 
line of smiling soldiers un¬ 
loading a truck stacked 
with power tools and other 
company wares. 

The company says this 
shows “federal dollars go 
farther at The Home De¬ 
pot.” San Francisco At¬ 
torney Paul Scott says the 
photo also shows the com¬ 
pany providing Chinese- 
made products in violation 
of the Buy American Act, 
and the U.S. Department of 
Justice is investigating. 

A federal judge in April re¬ 
fused Home Depot Inc.'s 
bid to toss a whistle-blower 
lawsuit Scott and other at¬ 
torneys filed against the 
Atlanta-based company. 
Now the country’s larg¬ 
est home improvement 
retailer is the latest com¬ 
pany accused of running 
afoul of the Buy American 
Act, a 1933 law aimed at 
protecting U.S. jobs. The 
law requires that all materi¬ 
als used in construction of 
public projects originate in 
the United States or “desig¬ 


nated countries.” 

Like most protectionist 
trade provisions, the Buy 
American Act has its sup¬ 
porters and detractors. 
Proponents support the 
act as a way to boost the 
economy and preserve U.S. 
jobs. Critics complain the 


law limits the government's 
ability to make the best pur¬ 
chase on price and qual¬ 
ity. Further, they argue that 
complying with the letter of 
the law is difficult, given the 
many exemptions and the 
reality that the component 
parts of many products 


originate in multiple coun¬ 
tries. In addition, the law’s 
critics say it’s especially dif¬ 
ficult for large companies 
such as Home Depot that 
carry thousands of prod¬ 
ucts to ensure it follows the 
law with every government 
transaction. 


The law has been through 
many revisions, and trade 
agreements with Canada, 
Israel and several other 
countries allow for use of 
material made in those 
countries. In the decades 
after its enactment, the law 
was little used. But with the 
explosion of international 
trade a number of compa¬ 
nies have been accused of 
violating the Buy American 
Act over the last several 
years. 

Earlier this year, the na¬ 
tional hardware distribu¬ 
tor Fastenal Co. agreed to 
pay $6.25 million to resolve 
DOJ claims made after a 
government audit found 
among other things that it 
violated its contract with 
the General Services Ad¬ 
ministration by providing 
Chinese-made goods. 
Fastenal said in a state¬ 
ment that it settled be¬ 
cause “we continue to be¬ 
lieve that we complied with 
our obligation under the 
GSA contract in all material 
respects. However, we felt 
a continuation of our dis¬ 
pute with the DOJ and GSA 
was not the best use of our 
resources.”□

BASEL, Switzerland (AP) — 

Investors should prepare 
themselves for smaller profit 
margins as banks stash 
away more capital to avoid 
another global financial cri¬ 
sis, the world's major central 
bankers cautioned Sunday. 
They also advised central 
banks around the world 
that interest rates might 


need to rise soon to bring 
inflation under control. The 
Bank for International Set¬ 
tlements said new rules for 
banks to gradually increase 
their capital cushions would 
likely result in more predict¬ 
able and smaller returns. 
But the bank, an umbrella 
organization for the world's 
major central banks, also 
said in its annual report that 
bank managers and share¬ 


holders haven’t adjusted 
expectations accordingly. 

It said rates might have to 
be raised because “tighter 
global monetary policy is 
needed in order to contain 
inflation pressures and ward 
off financial stability risks.” 
Jaime Caruana, the bank’s 
general manager, said 
the global financial cri¬ 
sis of 2008-2009 still casts 
long shadows, but already 
there are signs of a return 
to excessive risk-taking. He 
warned of threats posed by 
unsustainable public debt, 
soaring energy and com¬ 
modity prices and inflation 
that is already hitting many 
countries and threatening 
others. “While encouraging 
investors to take some risk 
was part of crisis manage¬ 
ment, there are signs that, in 
some areas, investors may 


be going too far again,” 
he said. Caruana said that 
while fiscal problems are 
most visible in heavily in¬ 
debted eurozone nations 
like Greece, Ireland and 
Portugal, other major econ¬ 
omies also must be careful 
and quickly improve their 
standing to avoid triggering 
another big global crisis. In¬ 
terest rates, he suggested, 
might need to rise. “There is 
a need to normalize mon¬ 
etary policy," Caruana told 
reporters in Basel. “Glob¬ 
ally, real short-term interest 
rates, already negative, fell 
further over the past year. 
Normalizing rates would re¬ 
duce the incentives to take 
excessive risk and would 
support necessary structural 
and balance-sheet adjust¬ 
ments.” The so-called Basel 
III rules for requiring larger 


cash buffers are intended 
to prevent another shock to 
the global financial system 
like the one in 2008 when 
Lehman Brothers collapsed. 
Holding more capital would 
cut into the money that 
banks can lend and invest 
but improve their ability to 
withstand the blow if loans 
or investments go sour. 

The bank also said in its an¬ 
nual report that nations 
should speed up complying 
with the rules if banks are 
profitable and credit flows 
won’t be restricted. 

On Saturday, one of the 
Basel-based institution’s 
committees proposed rules 
requiring the world’s big¬ 
gest banks to hold an extra 
1 percent to 2.5 percent of 
capital on their balance 
sheets, depending on their

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Philip Morris fights Australian packaging rules

SYDNEY (AP) — Tobacco 
giant Philip Morris launched 
legal action on Monday 
against the Australian gov¬ 
ernment over the country’s 
plans to strip company lo¬ 
gos from cigarette packag¬ 
es and replace them with 
grisly images of cancerous 
mouths, sickly children and 
bulging, blinded eyes. 

The government believes 
the new rules will make the 
packages less attractive to 
smokers and turn Australia 
into the world's toughest 
country on tobacco ad¬ 
vertising. Several outraged 
cigarette makers have 
threatened lawsuits, argu¬ 
ing the move illegally di¬ 
minishes the value of their 
trademarks. Philip Morris is 
the first of those companies 
to file a claim for compen¬ 
sation. 

“We would anticipate that 
the compensation would 
amount to billions," Philip 
Morris spokeswoman Anne 


Edwards told The Associ¬ 
ated Press. 

The legislation, which will be 
introduced to Parliament in 
July, would ban cigarette 
makers from printing their 
logos, promotional text or 
colorful images on ciga¬ 
rette packs. Brand names 
will instead be printed in 
a small, uniform font and 
feature large health warn¬ 
ings and gruesome, full- 
color images of the con¬ 
sequences of smoking. The 
law would be phased in 
over six months, starting in 
January 2012. 

Hong Kong-based Philip 
Morris Asia Limited, which 
owns the Australian affiliate 
Philip Morris Limited, filed a 
notice of claim on Monday 
arguing the legislation vio¬ 
lates a bilateral investment 
treaty between Australia 
and Hong Kong. 

The tobacco company 
says the treaty protects 
companies’ property, in¬ 
cluding intellectual proper¬ 
ty such as trademarks. The 


plain packaging proposal 
severely diminishes the 
value of the company's 
trademark, Edwards said. 
“Our brands are really one 
of the absolute key valu¬ 
able assets that we have 
as a company — it's what 
helps us compete, it's what 
enables us to distinguish 
our products," Edwards 
said. “This move ... would 
essentially amount to con¬ 
fiscation of our brand in 
Australia." 

The government denied 
the plan breaks any laws 
and said it would not back 
down. 

“Our government is deter¬ 
mined to take every step 
we can to reduce the 
harm by tobacco,” Health 
Minister Nicola Roxon said. 
“We won't be deterred by 
tobacco companies mak¬ 
ing threats or taking legal 
action." 

Prime Minister Julia Gillard 
also brushed off Philip Mor¬ 
ris’ threats. “We're not go¬ 
ing to be intimidated by 


big tobacco’s tactics,” she 
told Australian Broadcast¬ 
ing Corp. 

The legal notice filed Mon¬ 
day opens up a three- 
month period of negotia¬ 


tion between the two sides. 
Philip Morris said if a “sat¬ 
isfactory outcome” isn't 
achieved by the end of the 
three months, it will seek 
arbitration. □ 


Bankers agree on plan to 
increase capital buffers

NEW YORK - The banks that are most important to global 
financial stability will be required to hold extra capital on 
their balance sheets to protect them — and the global 
economy — from financial crises under new rules pro¬ 
posed Saturday. 

Global central bank heads have proposed rules that 
would require the world’s biggest banks to hold an extra 1 
percent to 2.5 percent of capital on their balance sheets, 
depending on their size. The goal of requiring larger cash 
buffers is to prevent another shock to the global financial 
system like the one that occurred in 2008 when Lehman 
Brothers collapsed. 

The rules were proposed by the Group of Governors and 
Heads of Supervision, the oversight body of the Basel 
Committee on Banking Supervision. The committee is part 
of the Bank for International Settlements, an umbrella or¬ 
ganization for the world's central banks. 

The cash buffers that giant global banks would have to 
hold would be in addition to an existing requirement that 
all banks hold 7 percent of their assets in reserve. 

The Group of Governors said in a statement Saturday that 
the proposed requirements would discourage banks from 
becoming so big that their failure could destabilize the 
global financial system. 

“This will contribute to enhancing the resiliency of the 
banking system and help mitigate the wider spill-over risks 
of global systemically important banks," Jean-Claude 
Trichet, President of the European Central Bank and chair¬ 
man of the Group of Governors, said in a statement. 
Banks would have three years, from the beginning of 2016 
until the end of 2018, to meet the new requirements. 

The Group of Governors also agreed on a method for 
determining banks’ importance to the banking system, 
though it did not disclose details. The group said its pack¬ 
age of recommendations would be announced near the 
end of July.Q 


AP-GfK Poll: People divided on looming debt crisis

WASHINGTON - It might be 
time for another midnight 
ride by Paul Revere, this 
time warning “the creditors 
are coming." 

Americans seem not to 
have awakened to the 
fast-looming debt crisis that 
could summon a new re¬ 
cession, imperil their stock 
market investments and 
shatter faith in the world’s 
most powerful economy. 
Those are among the impli¬ 
cations, both sudden and 


long-lasting, expected to 
unfold if the U.S. defaults on 
debt payments for the first 
time in history. 

Facing an August dead¬ 
line for raising the country's 
borrowing limit or setting 
loose the consequences, 
politicians and economists 
are plenty alarmed. The 
people? Apparently not so 
much. 

They're divided on whether 
to raise the limit, according 
to an Associated Press-GfK 
poll that found 41 percent 
opposed to the idea and 


38 percent in favor. 

People aren’t exactly bla¬ 
se. A narrow majority in the 
poll expects an economic 
crisis to ensue if the U.S., 
maxed out on its borrow¬ 
ing capacity, starts missing 
interest payments to credi¬ 
tors. But even among that 
group, 37 percent say no 
dice to raising the limit. 

In Washington’s humid air, 
talk of a financial apoca¬ 
lypse is thick. 

There are warnings of 
“credit markets in a state of 
panic,” as the House Bud¬ 
get Committee chairman. 
Rep. Paul Ryan, R-Wis., put 
it, causing a sudden drop¬ 
off in the country's ability 
to borrow and pushing the 
government off a “credit 
cliff." 

He was characterizing a re¬ 
port by the government’s 
nonpartisan Congressional 
Budget Office that warns 
of a “sudden fiscal crisis” 
in which investors might 
abandon U.S. bonds and 
force the government to 
pay steep interest rates 
and impose spending cuts 
and tax increases far more 
Draconian than if default 
were avoided.

Whales, plankton migrate 
across Northwest Passage

AMSTERDAM (AP) — When 
a 43-foot gray whale was 
spotted off the Israeli town 
of Herzliya last year, sci¬ 
entists came to a startling 
conclusion: it must have 
wandered across the nor¬ 
mally icebound route 
above Canada, where 
warm weather had briefly 
opened a clear channel 
three years earlier. 

On a microscopic level, 
scientists also have found 
plankton in the North Atlan¬ 
tic where it had not existed 
for at least 800,000 years. 
The whale's odyssey and 
the surprising appearance 
of the plankton indicates 
a migration of species 
through the Northwest Pas¬ 
sage, a worrying sign of 
how global warming is af¬ 
fecting animals and plants 
in the oceans as well as on 
land. 

“The implications are enor¬ 
mous. It's a threshold that 


has been crossed," said 
Philip C. Reid, of the Ali- 
ster Hardy Foundation for 
Ocean Science in Plym¬ 
outh, England. 

“It's an indication of the 
speed of change that is 
taking place in our world in 
the present day because of 
climate change,” he said in 
a telephone interview Fri¬ 
day. 


Reid said the last time the 
world witnessed such a 
major incursion from the 
Pacific was 2 million years 
ago, which had “a huge 
impact on the North 
Atlantic,” driving some 
species to extinction as 
the newcomers dominated 
the competition for food. 


Reid's study of plankton 
and the research on the 
whale, co-authored by 
Aviad Scheinin of the Israel 
Marine Mammal Research 
and Assistance Center, are 
among nearly 300 scientific 


papers written over the last 
13 years that are being syn¬ 
thesized and published this 
year by Project Clamer, a 
collaboration of 17 insti¬ 
tutes on climate change 
and the oceans. 

Changes in the oceans’ 
chemistry and temperature 
could have implications for 
fisheries, as species migrate 
northward to cooler wa¬ 
ters, said Katja Philippart, of 
the Royal Netherlands Insti¬ 
tute of Sea Research who 
is coordinating the project 
funded by the European 
Union. 

“We try to put the informa¬ 
tion on the table for people 
who have to make deci¬ 
sions. We don't say wheth¬ 
er it’s bad or good. We say 
there is a high potential for 
change,” she said. 

The Northwest Passage, 
the route through the frigid 
archipelago from Alaska 
across northern Canada, 
has been ice-free from one 
end to the other only twice 
in recorded history, in 1998 
and 2007. But the ice pack 
is retreating farther and 
more frequently during the 
summers. 

Plankton that had previ¬ 
ously been found only in 
Atlantic sea bed cores 
from 800,000 years ago ap¬ 
peared in the Labrador Sea 
in 1999 — and then in mas¬ 
sive numbers in the Gulf of 
St. Lawrence two years lat¬ 
er. Now it has established it¬ 
self as far south as the New 
York coast, Reid said. 

The highly endangered 
gray whale sighted off the 
Israeli coast in May 2010 
belonged to a species 
that was hunted to extinc¬ 
tion in the Atlantic by the 
mid-1700s. The same ani¬ 
mal — identified by unique 
markings on its fluke, or tail 
fin — appeared off the 
Spanish coast 22 days later, 
and has not been reported 
seen since. □

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Chastened, Tracy Morgan 
gets back to getting laughs

NEW YORK - About halfway 
through a raucous standup 
set Saturday night in which 
he dispensed much unsolic¬ 
ited romantic advice and 
hit on several women seat¬ 
ed near the stage, Tracy 
Morgan told the crowd at 
Carolines, the Times Square 
comedy club, he knew 
what it wanted to hear. 
“You’re all sitting here wait¬ 
ing for me say something 
about the controversy, 
right?” he said, to cheers 
and applause. Morgan 
continued: “I’m 42, man, 
and now all of a sudden I’m 
homophobic?” 

In his first comedy perfor¬ 
mances since he was heav¬ 
ily condemned for his anti¬ 
gay remarks at a show he 
played in Nashville, Tenn., 
Morgan suggested he had 
been misunderstood. 

“My father was the lead 
singer in the Village Peo¬ 
ple,” he insisted through his 
own laughter. “I would sing 
the ‘Y.M.C.A.’ the loudest. I 
was sitting right there when 
he wrote the song, my dad¬ 
dy. The Indian was my god¬ 


father.” 

Clearly Morgan, an unpre¬ 
dictable standup and co- 
star of the NBC comedy 
“30 Rock,” could still laugh 
about his plight, having 
spent the past weeks at the 
center of a storm largely of 
his own making. 

A single fan's account of 
his June 3 show at the Ry- 
man Auditorium, posted on 
Facebook and describing 


a bit in which Morgan said 
he would stab his own son 
to death if he came out 
to him as gay, had been 
widely circulated on the In¬ 
ternet. 

Within days Morgan was 
rebuked by colleagues like 
Tina Fey, the “30 Rock” star 
and producer, and Robert 
Greenblatt, the chairman 
of NBC’s entertainment di¬ 
vision; angry online com¬ 
mentators said he’d gone 
so far that they could never 
accept him again. 


Morgan declined to be 
interviewed for this article, 
but fans Saturday night 
offered some sympathy. 
“Sometimes when you do 
things in the heat of 
comedy, you’re going to 
cross the line,” said Karen 
Morris, 52, an audience 
member at Carolines. 
“We’ve all put our foot in 
our mouth. We get to do 
it in private. With Tracy it 
happened in public.” 


Morgan’s initial response to 
the outcry was a brief state¬ 
ment of apology, issued on 
June 10, in which he said 


his act “clearly went too far 
and was not funny in any 
context.” 

In the following days he be¬ 
came a much more visible 
figure, meeting in New York 
on June 17 with gay youths 
who were abandoned by 
their families for coming 
out, and with Elke Kennedy, 
a South Carolina woman 
whose son, Sean, was killed 
in an anti-gay hate crime 


in 2007. And Tuesday, Mor¬ 
gan returned to Nashville 
to apologize to audience 
members who were offend¬ 
ed, including Kevin Rogers, 
the 36-year-old photogra¬ 
pher who wrote the fateful 
Facebook post. 

Those events were orga¬ 
nized by the Gay & Lesbian 
Alliance Against Defama¬ 
tion, which said that Mor¬ 
gan’s initial statement was 
insufficient. After speaking 
with Rogers and confirming 
his account of the show, 
GLAAD officials reached 
out to the entrepreneur 
Russell Simmons, a friend of 
Morgan's who connected 
them with the comedian. 
Flerndon Graddick, se¬ 
nior director of programs 
at GLAAD, said Morgan’s 
public atonement helped 
focus attention on issues 
faced by gay and trans¬ 
gender people, particu¬ 
larly in Tennessee, where 
the Senate passed a bill in 
May forbidding teachers to 
discuss homosexuality with 
elementary and middle- 
school students. 

Graddick shrugged off 
criticism that GLAAD was 
exploiting the situation. “If 
people think that GLAAD 
is being opportunistic by 
making sure the public dia¬ 
logue doesn’t include jokes 
about stabbing children,” 
he said, “then that’s the 
conclusion people are go¬ 
ing to reach.” 

Kennedy, who was present 
at Morgan’s appearances 
in New York and Tennessee, 
said that he “cried on my 
shoulders,” and deserved 
credit for facing his critics in 
full view of the news media. 
“I really feel like he meant 
every single word that he 
said,” Kennedy said. “There 
was no acting involved.” 
Rogers said he believed 
Morgan’s remorse was 
“heartfelt,” and that he had 
gone further than celebri¬ 
ties like Mel Gibson or Mi¬ 
chael Richards when they 
made bigoted remarks. 

“I didn’t see Michael Rich¬ 
ards speak at the National 
Civil Rights Museum,” Rog¬ 
ers said. “To see Tracy take 
it upon himself to start a 
conversation and do some 
stuff in the community to 
make amends, that was 
the true apology.”□

At U.K. music festival 

British PM’s friend found dead

LONDON (AP) — A close friend of the British prime min¬ 
ister was found dead in a portable toilet at one of the 
country’s leading music festivals Sunday, authorities said. 
Christopher Shale died in unexplained circumstances in 
the VIP area of the Glastonbury Festival, an entertainment 
extravaganza that's one of the fixtures of Britain's music 
calendar. Shale, who was in his 50s, chaired the Conser¬ 
vative Association in David Cameron's West Oxfordshire 
constituency, and in a statement Cameron said he and 
his wife Samantha were devastated by the news. 

“He was a great friend and has been a huge support over 
the last decade,” Cameron said. “A big rock in my life 
has suddenly been rolled away ... like so many others Sam 
and I have lost a close and valued friend.” 

Shale was staying in a restricted, celebrity-packed area of 
the festival, which is held on a farm in southwestern Eng¬ 
land and has drawn some 170,000 people. He was dis¬ 
covered by police shortly after 9 a.m. Festival organizer 
Michael Eavis said he was told the incident was “a suicide 
situation” but police have yet to confirm that. 

“It is only a couple of hours ago,” Inspector Chris Mor¬ 
gan said. “We are still working on establishing a cause of 
deafh.” News of fhe deafh comes fhe same day as Shale 
was quoted in a national newspaper as describing the 
weakness of his association in unusually frank terms. “Over 
the years we have come across as graceless, voracious, 
crass, always on the take,” the Mail on Sunday quoted 
him as saying in a strategy document which the paper 
said it had seen. According to the Mail, he added that 
people weren’t joining his group because they “think we'll 
beg and steal from them. And they're right.” 

Shale worked as the chief executive of Oxford Resources

Why is he bi? (sigh)

WASHINGTON - He was born 
this way. Bi. 

Not bisexual. Not even biparti¬ 
san. Just binary. Our president 
likes to be on both sides at 
once. 

In Afghanistan, he wants to 
go but he wants to stay. He’s 
surging and withdrawing si¬ 
multaneously. He’s leaving 
fewer troops than are needed 
for a counterinsurgency strat¬ 
egy and more troops than are 
needed for a counterterror¬ 
ism strategy - and he seems 
to want both strategies at the 
same time. Our work is done 
but we have to still be there. 
Our work isn’t done but we 
can go. 

On Libya, President Barack 
Obama wants to lead from 
behind. He’s engaging in hos¬ 
tilities against Gadhafi while 
telling Congress he’s not en¬ 
gaging in hostilities against 
Gadhafi. 

On the budget, he wants to 
cut spending and increase 
spending. On the environ¬ 
ment, he wants to increase 
energy production but is re¬ 
luctant to drill. On health care, 
he wants to get everybody 
covered but will not press for 
a universal system. On Wall 
Street, he assails fat cats, but 
at cocktail parties, he wants to 
collect some of their fat for his 
campaign. 

On politics, he likes to be 
friends with the other side 
but bash 'em at the same 
time. For others, bipartisanship 
means transcending their own 
prior political identities. For 
Obama, it means that he par¬ 
ticipates in all political identi¬ 
ties. He does not seem deeply 
affiliated with any side except 
his own. 

He was elected on the idea 
of bold change, but now - ex¬ 
cept for the capture of Osa¬ 
ma and his drone campaign 
in Pakistan and Yemen - he 
plays it safe. He shirks politics 
as usual but gets all twisted up 
in politics. 

The man who was able to 
beat the Clintons in 2008 be¬ 
cause the country wanted 
a break from Clintonian eu¬ 
phemism and casuistry is now 
breaking creative new ground 
in euphemism and casuistry. 
Obama is “evolving” on the is¬ 


sue of gay marriage, which, as 
any girl will tell you, is the first 
sign of a commitment-phobe. 
Maybe, given all his economic 
and war woes as he heads into 
2012, Obama fears the disap¬ 
proval of the homophobic el¬ 
ements within his own party. 
But he has tried to explain his 
reluctance on gay marriage 
as an expression of his Christi¬ 
anity, even though he rarely 
goes to church and is the pic¬ 
ture of a secular humanist. 
While picking up more than 
three-quarters of a million dol¬ 
lars from 600 guests at a gay 
and lesbian fundraising gala in 
Manhattan on Thursday night, 
the president declared, “I be¬ 
lieve that gay couples deserve 
the same legal rights as every 
other couple in this country,” 
even as he held to his position 
that the issue should be left to 
the states to decide. 

Still, Obama’s reluctance to 
come out for gay marriage 
seems hugely and willfully in¬ 
consistent with what we know 
about his progressive world¬ 
view. 

And it is odd that the first black 
president is letting Andrew 
Cuomo, who pushed through 
a gay-marriage bill in Albany, 
N.Y., on Friday night, go down 
in history as the leader on the 
front lines of the civil rights is¬ 
sue of our time. 

But for the president, “the 
fierce urgency of now” ap¬ 
plies only to getting checks 
from the gay community, not 
getting up to speed with all 
the Americans who think it’s 
time for gay marriage. 

As with “don’t ask, don’t tell,” 
Obama is not leading the pub¬ 
lic, he’s following. And worse, 
the young, hip black president 
who was swept in on a gust of 
change, audacity and hope 
is lagging behind a couple of 
old, white conservatives - Dick 
Cheney and Ted Olson. 

As a community organizer, 
Obama developed impres¬ 
sive empathetic gifts. But now 
he is misusing them. 

It’s not enough to understand 
how everybody in the room 
thinks. You have to decide 
which ones in the room are 
right, and stand with them. A 
leader is not a mediator or an 
umpire or a convener or a fa¬ 
cilitator. 

Sometimes, as Chris Christie 
put it, “the president has got 
to show up.” With each equiv¬ 
ocation, the man in the Oval 
Office shields his identity and 
cloaks who the real Barack 
Obama is. 

He should draw inspiration 
from the gay community: One 
thing gays have to do, after 
all, is declare who they are at 
all costs. 

On some of the most impor¬ 
tant issues facing this nation, 
it is time for the president to 
come out of the closet.Q 
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Face to face with a mother’s pain

SAY, Niger - A chance en¬ 
counter in a village here be¬ 
tween an American medical 
student traveling with me and 
a starving African mother was 
almost too wrenching to han¬ 
dle. 

The winners of my annual win- 
a-trip contest, Saumya Dave 
of Atlanta, the medical stu¬ 
dent, and Noreen Connolly, 
a teacher from Newark, N.J., 
traveled with me to a remote 
village here in southern Niger. 
We came across a young 
mother who was quietly starv¬ 
ing beside her thatch-roof hut, 
along with her two surviving 
children (two others had al¬ 
ready died). 

The mother, Miero Finiba, told 
us that she was eight months 
pregnant (confirmed by a 
health card) and had noth¬ 
ing at all to eat in the house 
(confirmed by her husband). 
She and her children had last 
eaten a day earlier, when 
neighbors - themselves impos¬ 
sibly poor - shared some of 
their food. 

Finiba was also afflicted with a 
leg infection that looked gan¬ 
grenous. 

That meant that if she didn’t 
starve, she might soon lose her 
leg - or, more realistically in a 
village with no medical clinic. 


simply die of the infection. 

Her two small children, ages 
5 and 2, would then be at 
great risk of dying without their 
mother to look after them. The 
father is blind, from a disease 
called river blindness, which is 
transmitted by black flies, and 
cannot cultivate the fields. 

It was at that point in the con¬ 
versation that Dave choked 
and teared up. “Is there any¬ 
thing we can do?” she asked. 
That was exactly the right re¬ 
sponse. 

Journalists should keep a cer¬ 
tain distance, yes, but that 
doesn’t mean that we dispas¬ 
sionately chronicle the death 
of a starving mother and her 
children. Dave was embar¬ 
rassed that she had lost her 
composure, but I wish more 
people would feel the same 
distress as a food crisis spreads 
around the developing world. 
Global food prices are spiking, 
not yet reaching their peak of 
July 2008 but heading there. 
The World Bank calculates that 
rising food prices pushed 44 
million more people into pov¬ 
erty in the latter half of 2010. 

So what can we do, particu¬ 
larly in an era when we face 
our own severe spending con¬ 
straints? 

There are inexpensive steps 
that can help avert this kind of 
hunger. 

I talked about one low-tech 
solution in my last column: 
greater encouragement of 
breast-feeding, which one 
study says could save 1.4 mil¬ 
lion lives a year. 

We can also insist that govern¬ 
ments in the developing world 
reduce suffocating corruption 
that raises transit costs. On 
both the Mauritania/Senegal 
and Niger/Burkina Faso bor¬ 
ders, we saw huge numbers 
of trucks lined up, waiting to 
be “inspected” by customs of¬ 
ficials - which in Africa often 
means paying a bribe. That’s 
disgraceful and adds to food 
prices. 


In Niger, we also visited a vil¬ 
lage savings-and-loan project 
established by CARE that helps 
women start small businesses. 
Essentially, it’s a microsavings 
project, so that women have 
a nest egg when it’s needed 
to buy food. 

One woman we talked to had 
started in such penury that 
four of her children had died 
of starvation or disease. But 
with CARE’s help, she started 
preparing black-eyed peas for 
sale, branched into growing 
peanuts and fattening sheep, 
and with her profits bought a 
motorcycle that is rented out 
as a taxi. 

And in eastern Burkina Faso, 
we visited a project of Helen 
Keller International, financed 
by the U.S. aid agency, that 
shows village women how to 
grow gardens of high-nutrition 
vegetables. These gardens 
create a safety net and ensure 
that babies get vitamin A and 
other nutrients. 

The Obama administration has 
promoted aid programs that 
boost agricultural output to 
fight malnutrition and poverty. 
That’s not as catchy as setting 
up emergency feeding clinics 
in a famine-devastated land, 
but it’s far cheaper to avert 
the crisis than to wait for it. 
Another crucial need is fam¬ 
ily planning, which some of 
the women I talked to hadn’t 
even heard of. 

That would reduce the pres¬ 
sure on the land and the num¬ 
ber of mouths to feed. 

And Finiba, eight months preg¬ 
nant and starving? With the 
help of Helen Keller Interna¬ 
tional we were able to get her 
food and, it seems, medical 
care. 

But rising food prices may put 
millions more into Finiba’s san¬ 
dals, just as donor countries’ 
budgets are under pressure. 
We need more people raising 
Dave’s teary question: Is there 
anything we can do?
